timber nor in policing it even in a titular manner. The 
wood that was needed for their own needs was much 
easier to be found closer to base in an area which was 
already as the case may be heavily wooded - if not 
procured from the more localized woods then sometimes 
culled from the old standing buildings of the time before, 
deconstructed by teams of trainee shock troopers and 
dispersed according to order and necessity.
